He was very much mor- 
tified, and -A-hen the other young fellow 
laughed at him, and lectured him about 
the evils of forgetfulness, he packed up 
his traps and went away two weeks be- 
fore the farmer's hops had all been har- 
vested. 


"Of coin-be we had some rights that 


we always maintained. We insisted on 
not beinp; separated from each other in 
the hop fields, and we ate our lunch to- 
gether among the vines. It was very 
pleasant, for we could sing songs and 
talk and tell stories, which we should 
not have cared to do if we had been 
obliged to work side by side with the 
paid laborers, 
many of whom were 


tramps, pure and simple. 


"To them the farmer used language 


that seemed to me to be sometimes un- 
necessarily emphatic. 
To us he spoke 


more politely, but this was the only dis- 
tinction he made. Ho was as careful in 
seeing that we turned in our full com- 
plement of hops every evening as he was 
to get the value of his money from the 
men and women to whom he paid their 
wages at the end of each day. 


"The fare at meals was, of course, ex- 


ecrable, but hunger is a good sauce, and 
we all ate heartily. Next season I shall 
try to make up a party of delicate young 
ladies, and take them to the hop fields 
in search of health. 
I shall lay in a 


stock of biscuits and canned provisions 
to assuage my hunger in my bedroom or 
among the vines, BO that the farmer's 
wife will not have reason to regard me 
with a strong reproachful eye at meals, 
as though she thought I worked harder 
at the table than in the field."—New 
York Sun.

On the outskirts of the Ghetto a long 


street led to the portico of Octavia, where 
Titus celebrated his triumph and Syrian 
captives bore the spoils of the temple in 
his train. Close by the colonnade of this 
noble ruin, the ancient fish market .which 
had been held here for centuries, might 
still have been seen a year or two ago. 


The sight was strikingly picturesque. 


The many storied houses of the narrow 
street almost shut out the blue sky over- 
head, and the sunshine streamed through 
the meeting roofs on the glittering scales 
of fish ami the worn marble slabs which 
had been in use since the days of the 
C'iesars. 
A I"W steps further on was the 


the atre which Augustus built in honor of 
the- young Marcelfus. Here we were met 
by another of those strange contrasts 
over which Ampere loved to moralize. 
Under the Doric arches of the lowest tier 
arti-ans had their shops, and the ruddy 
light of the forge glowed upon piles of 
green vegetables and watermelons and 
joints of meat which dangled from the 
ravertine blocks of the Augustan age. 
Ybove the Ionic arches of the upper story 
ose the grim walls of the Savelli palace, 
uilt in the middle ages on a lofty heap 
f debris within the theatre. 
This was the home of Niebuhr when 


ie lived in Rome as Prussian ambassa- 
or. 
From these windows he looked 


own on the fountains, the orange trees 
ind flowering jasmine of his little gar-

'he ancient fish market and the shops 
lave been removed, and the Ghetto lev- 
led to the ground. Whole streets were 
carted away last year amid clouds {of 
white dust and mortar.

remain, 
isolated 
and 


stripped of their surroundings. In short, 
ho whole of this remarkable quarter has 
iisappcared to make room for more boi«- 
evards and "jerry-built"' houses.—Nine- 
teenth Century.

It was Mr. Edison's express desire to 


lavcsomeof Sti'.'iuss's waltzes recorded 
in the phonograph as being one of the 
most characteristic products of Vienna. 
Accordingly, the phonograph was taken 
to the music hall yesterday where Herr 
Eduard Strauss and his famous band 
were waiting. When the enormous fun- 
nel had been adjusted and everything 
was ready, the band struck up "By the 
Beautiful Blue Danube." Musicians and 
conductor seemed to be fully aware that 
they were playing not only to the world, 
but to posterity. The famous waltz has, 
perhaps, never been played with such 
purity and such vigor. Herr Strauss 
was quite impatient while the wax cyUn- 
der and the tubes were screwed on, and 
it was interesting to watch his face as he 
listened to the familiar strains that re- 
turned to him. He followed every note 
most critically, and confirmed the asser- 
tion that not one tone had undergone the 
slightest change. Afterward a merry 
polka was played and a delightful min- 
uet from a string quartet, the gentle, re- 
fined music of which was wonderfully 
reproduced. 
Mendelssohn's "Farewell 


to the Forest" came next, and a quartet 
of cornets, and the instrument rendered 
the loud passages as faithfully as the

The constitution the state projectors in 


Wyoming have been framing contains a 
peculiar feature or two that may not 
facilitate its entrance upon statehood.

vides for female suffrage but establishes 
a new educational qualification. 
The 


voter must vote in English an 1 read in 
English, and, if not a native, must be fully 
naturalized. This is a marked change 
from the practice of the other new states 
and some of the others in the west with a 
large alion born element. Women have 
had the right to vote in Wyoming in 
nearly all its history, and ha\e sat on 
juries and held the lower judicial posi- 
tions. But an applicant for admission, 
coming with this condition, may be dis- 
covered bv wary congressmen to have 
insufficient population.—St. Paul Globe.

starvation. 
During 1888, 320 cats and 


kittens were received into the stray de- 
partment, as against 204 in the previous 
year. 


"Spare will only permit us to describe 


a few of the most glaring cases, while in 
a general way we can mention that 
numbers are brought in wounded or 
more or less maimed by boys, dogs, men, 
traps, poison, etc. 
These are among the 


enemies this particular race of animals 
has to contend with every day, and yet 
there are acts of parliament to protect 
them 
from all. One creature 
was 


brought in with the flesh severely lacer- 
ated on both sides. One cat was brought 
in with its back broken and unable to 
stand; this creature was in great suffer- 
ing; we knew recovery was impossible, 
and therefore it was immediately de- 
stroyed. 
Several were brought in with 


an c'yo knocked out with the blow of a 
stone. One was thrown into the grounds 
with legs paralyzed; one with its leg 
much bruised by a trap; this cat 
ered and got a good country home in 
England, Uie gentleman, in whom we 
had every confidence, taking it over 
himself, along with a valuable Persian 
that had boarded for eight weeks in the 
home. 


"We are quite aware that our work is 


derided by some, but we do not in the 
least care what people think or say. We 
are alxjve that kind of folly; being con 
vinced that our cause is a righteous one, 
that is sufficient for us. We invite all 
who deride euch a work to suggest 
remedy that would create a better state 
of things for cats or one that could lessen 
a manifest, evil, seeing they (cats) have 
right to protection. 
We think we can 


have no loftier aim than in carrying out 
the wishes of our queen on this subject, 
which are quit" d'aecnrd with our own, 
and directing our efforts in an especia' 
manner toward suh'i'ling the sufferings 
of this race of ani.nals. which her maj- 
esty has been graciously pleased to sin 
gle out for spe< 
1i.

The Appellate Court at Springfield has 


rendered a decision in favor of the City 
of Bloomingtonin its case against Mrs 
Mashburne of the Salvation Army. The 
decision establishes the right of cities 
and towns to protect themselves against 
the alleged objectionable practices of the 
Salvationist*. This sect made a practice 
of parading the business streets nightly, 
blowing horns and pounding on an im- 
mense bass drum.

In committee of the whole the city

It 
is proposed to build two main 6ewers,one 
to extend from the Prairie street ditch, 
east of the Illinois Central railroad, north 
to Sangamou street in the fifth ward, and 
the other from West Wood street, north 
through the third and second wards to a 
point near Green street, each .* er to be 
about six feet in diameter and built of 
brick, both to cost 3100,000 to 8125,000. 
It is the purpose of the pr. sent council 
to draw up the sewer ordinance in regu- 
lar form, adopt it and let the contract, 
the bill to be pai'l, 25 per cent, of the 
total cost by general luxation nt •' 'he 
balance by special assessment. 


A REPORT. 


Aid. Graham, for the sub-committee, 


presented a verbal report on the ways 
and means of providing funds to meet 
the expense. He stated that it was im- 
practicable, in fact impossible, to build 
the sewers by public taxation, as snHi- 
cient funds could not thereby be raised. 
Specird taxation is impracticable, as only 
contiguous property could be assessed, 
in which case it would amount to a con- 
fiscation in many cases of property along 
the line of the proposed sewers. He said 
that the sewers could only be built by 
special assessment, and by this means all 
property benefited, whether contiguous 
or not, could be assessed to the extent of 
the benefits conferred. He held in sub- 
stance that part could be paid by general 
taxation and the balance by special 
assessment. The other members of the 
sab-committee, Mayor Kanan and Aid. 
Moran, coincided with the report sub- 
mitted. 


A general discussion followed, in which 


the Mayor, Aid. Graham, May, Scanlan, 
Moran, Shoemaker and Harwood took 
part. Aid. Finn contended for the gen- 
eral taxation plan to the extent of the 
general benefits and the ability of the 
city to pay the same oat of the public 
fund, the remainder to be paid by special 
assessments. 


City Attorney McDonald was asked for 


his opinion as to the means of raising 
funds exclusive of public taxation to 
bnild sewera. He said that if it was a 
local improvement, funds could be pro- 
vided by special taxation, or rpecial 
assessment. If by special taxation only 
contiguous property could be assessed,

Eaters of Meat. 


As a rule the meat eater lives more 


rapidly than the vegetarian, is much more 
likely to overfeed and give his excretory 
apparatus too much to do, and so far is 
more liable to disease. This is a matter 
be should take into consideration, for 
there is uo doubt that most of us eat too 
much meat for continuance of health, 
especially so if the animal has not 
been carefully fed and nurtured, and 
properly killed, with sufficient loss of 
blood 
It is here probably, and in insuf- 


licietitor improper cooking and keeping, 
that danger from ptomaines (cadaveric 
alkaloid^—alkaloids which form in a 
dead animal body) arises. These are 
probably most dangerous in badly killed 
and cooked meats on the second, third 
and fourth days.—Professor E. 11. Swan- 
nick.

expert's opinion, will be read with inter- 
est: "My experience in its medicinal use 
has been very considerable, and my im- 
pressions as regards its effects when long 
continued are certainly very different 
from w hat we have recently seen so free- 
ly expressed. I never knew a patient 
become fond of arsenic, or experience 
agreeable effects from its long continu- 
ance. 
On the contrary, nothing but 


anxiety to be rid of a loathsome skin 
disease will induce the majority of those 
for whom it U prescribed to continue 
taking it." —Once a Week.
